As we understand this defense, the 


defendant township _ claims that it 
did not become lawfully bound for 
the payment of the indebtedness 
sued for, because no provision was 
made at or before the time of incur- 
ring it for the collection of an an- 
nual tax sufficient to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest thereof within 
thirty years, in acocrdance with the 
provisions of Section 10 of Article 
IX of the .Constitution.

The amended ordinance is as fol- 


lows : 
That Section i. of the Ordinance 


entitled 'An Ordinance Regulating 
the erection, removal and repair of 
wooden and inflammable buildings, 
roofs and portions thereof," approv- 
ed the oth day of January, 1913, be 
amended so as to read as follows:— 


Sec. 2 It shall be unlawful for 


any person, persons, firms or corpo- 
rations to erect or construct or cause 
to be erected or constructed or re- 
move into or cause to be removed 
into "the Borough of Gettysburg, or 
substantially repair or rebuild within 
the limits of said Borough any frame 
dwelling house, shop, 
warehouse, 


store, carriage-house, stable, barn, 
garage, or any other frame or wood- 
en tenement or building of outside 
dimensions larger than 15 feet by 15 
feet, or dimensions equivalent there- 
to, or to construct any outside por- 
tion or portions of said building of 
wood or other inflammable or com- 
bustible material.

The Fly and Epidemic*. 


Reams have been printed about the 


danger from the house fly. Despite 
all that has been said it is a self-evi- 
dent fact that people do not under- 
stand how real is the danger from 
these pests. If they did a single sea- 
son would be sufficient to wipe out 
the dangerous nuisances. Let people 
once understand the part that the 
fly plays in the transmission of dis- 
ease and they will look upon anyone 
who maintains a condition which 
breeds them as a public enemy to be 
summarily dealt with. 


v. There is much wasted advice about 
swatting the fly and trapping the fly. 
What we must learn to do is to ex- 
terminate it by doing away with all 
breeding places. 


Stables with manure piles that are 


left for weeks, garbage dumps and 
unscreened and carelessly construct- 
ed outhouses are the sources of the 
fly pest. Unpleasant as this may be 
to consider it is true. Any commun- 
ity which will be able to free itself 
from flies will eliminate these offen- 
sive features. 


While It has not been definitely 


proven what the fly has to do with 
Infantile paralysis, we have good rea- 
son to believe that it takes a part in 
the spread of the disease. That they 
can and do carry the germs of ty- 
phoid fever and other diseases we 
know. It Is a wise mother who 
screens the baby's crib.

Commi««ion to Investigate Subject. 
Washington.—TIi« 'annual Post Of- 


fice appropriation bill recently passed 
by Coi)Kres«< contains a clause directing 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to lake^up for investigation, report and 
the fixing of rates the system of pay- 
ment to the railroads for carrying mail. 
The Commission Is authorized to test 
the relative merits of payment by 
weight and by space. 


The railroads bave long contended 


that they were underpaid for this serv- 
ice and that they were losing millions 
of dollars a year under the system of 
payment now in effect. 
It was felt 


that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, on account of the information 
at its command regarding all phases 
of railroad operation, is in the best po- 
sition to determine the merits of the 
case. 


GOVERNMENT SHOULD 


REGULATE WAGES. 


If a set of conditions have 


arisen which oblige the govern- 
ment to regulate rates, then it 
is equally obliged, on the basis 
of economic analysis, to regulate 
wages accordingly- Having tak- 
en one step, it must take the 
other. The logic of events is 
forcing this dilemma on the gov- 
ernment.

versally awful as since the 1910 bar- 
rier was raised. It was bad in 1914, 
even more so in 1915, but this season, 
it is beyond the power of adequate 
description. 
And the saddest fea- 


ture of it all it that conditions are 
growing worse. 
, 


It behooves Messrs. Johnson and 


Tener to take some drastic action at 
once unless they wish to risk the 
staging of some disgraceful scenes 
on the baseball diamond in the near 
future. 
The recent outbreaks 
in. 


several cities where spectators have 
thrown missiles at umpires should 
serve as a warning. 


Johnson and Tener indirectly are 


responsible for the horrible umpir- 
ing of the present day. They have 


i labored under the delusion that any 
umpire of their choosing is an in- 
fallible person; that their judgment 
in soliciting men for the task is so 
good that the arbitrators they have 
nanied cannot foozle 
in their rul- 


ings. 


Cloaked with czar-like authority, 


and backed to the limit in, every- 
thing they do, no matter how awful 
it may be, the umpires have become 
arrogant to an. extreme. They have 
worked along the theory that they 
are superior beings; that ball play- 
ers are beneath their consideration 
and that the spectators are nothing 
but hoodlums. 


Umpires' Power Too Great 


One of the big reasons for the ter- 


rible umpiring of the present is this 
very obsession of the arbitrators 
that they are snper-man; that they 
cannot err. 
Folks who become self- 


satisfied, vain-glorious and conceited 
usually are those whose heads be- 
come so inflated with the idea of 
their own importance that it drowds 
out the brains. 


Some of the umpires of the pres- 


ent time are in the "show off" class; 
men who think that their own judg- 
ment is so superb that they actually 
make decision before a play is com- 
pleted. Sometimes their pre-judg- 
ment is correct; more often it is in 
error. And the player and his team 
must suffer for it. 
If the player 


makes a just complaint he is chased 
from the greensward and probably 
assessed from $10 to 5100 for "sass- 
ing" an umpire. 


One hears much, these days about 


"umpire-baiting." Eight now well 
hazard the opinion that there'is more 
player baiting by the umpires than, 
vice versa. Every time a player at- 
tempts to dispute a bad-looking de- 
cision with an umpire, the "superior 
being" usually cames back with some 
remarks that would warrant him a 
busted head anywhere else but on a 
ball diamond. And when it comes 
to using profanity on a ball field 


there are some umpires who! caa 
"shade" the most vile speakioc 
ball ptayer. 
> 


Many Are. Ancient 


Some of the present-day. umpires 


seem to lack sufficient gray matter 


, to render decisions on close plays; 
certainly they lack the calm judg- 
ment necessary for their calling. 
Their rulings, in many cases, are on^ 
the hit-and-miss basis, and they are 
just as likely to miss as to hit. In, 
both leagues there are a few umpires 
who, in brains, are fitted for their 
calling. But most of those now are 
handicapped by age; 
by dimming- 


eyesight and by 
creaking joints 


which makes it next to impossible for 
them to see close plays, or to keep- 
on top of all the plays.
